But we have here an Exception to the 
general State-Rule; her Majefty,. when 
a young Princefs was better treated, had 
the Honour, ./ think due to all the Sex, 
to have ker own Confent ‘made the 
Effential of her Marriage, and to be 
‘courted for that Confent in Perfons her. 
Jadgment or Fancy was not over-ruled by 
Reafons: of State, the Contraét was a Mar- 
riage not an Alliance, ‘not like the famous 
Lady of who marry d a King, but 
not a Husband———And the Difference was 
evident that follow’d, which fuch Marriages 
as have mention’d, feldom know, a true 
joyning together, a conftane Affeétion 
ounded on true Merit and deliberate 
Choice. 

It would require a long Hiftory, and a 
much better Writer to give a give a true 
Account of the Sincerity and Conftanty of 
Affeétion, the Fidelity and exemplary Inte- 
gtity of Life, the mutual Complacency and 
uninterrupted Delight in one another, that

well as J think the Succeffion Eftablifh'd, But 
fetting afide. all the reft of the fhining Parts 
of her Majefty’s Lifeand Reign, this is cone 
{picuous, whether the beft of Women, or 
the beft of Queens are Titles due to her Per- 
fonalor Publick Conduét, I leave to better 
Painters to fetout; but! think, *tis what 
all the World will allow, without the leaft 
Flattery, that THE BEST OF WIWES 
is a ChasaGter due particularly toevery Part 
of -her Majefty’s Coudu@, in the many 
happy Years the Prince had the Honour of 
enjoying her Perfon. 

Here’s an Example to all the Ladies, not 
to Queen’s only, but to Subje&s—Here’s a 
Proof, that’tis not below a Woman of Qua-

Nor was this excellent Part of her Ma- 
jefty’s Condu& ill beftow'd or unrewarded ; 
it had not only the Blefing of Heaven with 


it, 
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it, and the Admiration of all the honcft 
Part of her Peopie, but the moft engaging 
Acceptance with the Prince, a high and 2ue 
Value put upon iz, andthe moft faithful af- 
fe@ionate Return made to it, that was 
poffible for One to give, or the Other to 
receive.

Affeions, nodiffering Interefts, no jarring 
Profpséts. When the Prince marry’d the 
QUEEN, he wedded her Majefty’s Interefts, 
he engag’d her whole Profpeét, in fhort 
their very Souls feem’d to be marry’d with 
their Bodies; they faw with thestame Eyes, 
they mov’d by the fame Paffions, and aéted 
always to the fame End. This made the 
Prince always efpoufe the beft Intereft, al- 
ways cleave to the general Good of Eng- 
lend, and conftantly purfue the great and 
valuable Articles of Truth and Liberty; nor 
can the worft of Tongues ever fuggeft, that 
his HighnefS ever took the leaft Step, no 
not in the moft difficult time, contrary to 
the true Intereft of Englund, either Civil or 
Religious ; in all the Times of invading 
Popery, in all the Steps taken by encroach- 
ing Tyranny, yeu never found the Prince 
joyning wich thé Invafions, either of Re- 
Jigion or Liberty, but always referv’d him- 
felf ; thewing adue Refpeét in his Relation 
to King Fames, an entire Friend to Liberty 
and the Proteftant Jntereft, 

This his Highnefs not only made evident 
in the great Article of the Revolution, and 
particularly gave an Evidence of it in the 
Letter to King Fames left behind him at his 
going over to the Prince of Orange, after:
